Everybody knows what hard, brit- 
tle stoff alfulfa hay is when dry; and 
how stock will pick off the leaves and 
small branches, leaving the coarse 
stalks. until forced by starvation to 
eat them. A Reno man who keeps a 
cow and a horse and feeds nothing 
bat alfalfa hay, and whose stock is 
always fat and sleek, was interviewed 
as to the secret of the business. ‘It 
is a very simple proposition,” said 
he: ‘*There is no need of any waste 
in feeding alfalfa or other coarse hay, 
nor is 1t necessary to starve stock in 
order to have them eat it ail. There 
is more nutriment is one pound of 
the coarse stems than in four pounds 
of the dry leaves, and if properly 
prepared stock: will eat it with as 
much relish as green grass.” 

** Well, how do yon fix it?” asked the 
reporter. 

‘**Easy enough; just wet it and let it 
lay six or eight hours before you ase 
it, don’t make it too wet, but just 
damp enovgh to soften up the stems, 
and you will find the big, coarse 
stems will swell up and become more 
tender than when just cut, and are 
eaten by stock with greater relish. 
Never use salt water, nor put salt on 
the hay. When your stock want 
salt give it to them, but use fresh 
water for this purpose; always.” 

Inasmuch as people never get too 
old tolearn it may be to the advan- 
tage of farmers to try this business 
and see how it works.
